Rice Cultural Practices 


Requirements And Fertilizer 
Practices Complement 
Glades Crops 


In reporting a meeting on rice 
growing held at the Experiment 
Station; colors were mixed a 
bit; “black” heart was reported 
and red rot, instead of pink rot, 
that is helped by flooding of 
land in rice growing. 

The Experiment Station boys 
say that black heart curing is a 
| cement of the imagination of 
the reporter, and that the red 
rot should be pink, . 
'Ce’st la guerre,” reporters 
make mistakes too! 

Anyhow, rice cultural prac- 
tices do benefit Glades crops, 
when properly practiced. 

Now, we find other advant- 
ages in rice cultural practices. 

“Rice is a very versatile crop 
in that it will tolerate any pH 
į value required for other crops; 
ianywhere from 5.0 to 7.2 is 
| quie alright; a pH range of 5.5 
»| to 6:5 is the best.” 
| “On any-soil, whether min- 
eral or organic, whether plant- 
Jed to rice or left unplanted, 
| whether tap water, distilled wa- 


= |ter, rain water or canal water 


is used, the pH value of the soil 
will be increased (soil made 
more nearly alkaline) during 
the time of flooding. But when 
|the water is removed the pH 
f| value goes back tò about the 
jpoint where it was prior to 
| flooding. 

“In the Everglades, two fac- 
tors complicate the ph change: 

“() Alkaline waters, high- 
ly charged with the carbonates 
of calcium and magnesium 
would raise‘the pH higher." 
“(2) However, organic soils 
are more highly buffered 
against changes in pH. The use 
of acid-forming fertilizers as 
practiced in this area would 
probably prevent a pH in- 
crease.” 
“Between 200 and 500 pounds 
per acre of iron sulfate must be 
| added to rice; this will increase 
the iron content of the veget- 
ables and give them a higher 
quality.” 
The above quotes are from 
the Experiment Station and may 
be accepted as official. 
It was pointed out that -rice 
growing will keep weeds down, 
destroy certain disease ‘organ- 
isms, cause insects to drown or 
leave, certain nematodes to die 
and sclerotia to die. Flooding 
will tend to prevent frost in ad- 
joining areas and slow up sub- 
sidence of soil. 
A -stubble crop of rice will 
furnish winter grazing, also, it 
is stated.

surance dividend remains un- 
claimed and unpaid? This means 
that about 600,000 eligible

Under present rules this un- 
claimed 1948 fund can be trans- 
ferred to future dividend fund 
at any time by the VA—even 
if the VA has pùt no time limit 
on filing and receiving applica- 
tions. 

This $105-million is for those 
who had NSLI policies in force 
for at least three months prior 
to January 1, 1948. 

If you are a World War II 
veteran and have not filed an 
application for the first divi- 
dend, I urge you to do so with- 
out delay—at a later date you 
may be left out.

Scrap Dealers Warned To 
Watch For Explosive Metal 


Scrap metal dealers have been 
warned to be on the alert for 
explosive-bearing scrap metal 
which might have been collect- 
ed by unscrupulous individuals 
from insufficiently - guarded 
bombing and gunnery ranges 
according to information re- 
ceived by Major Herman L. 
West, Commanding the Miami 
Army and Air Force Recruiting 
Station. 

“The Army, since scrap-metal 
prices have reached their pres- 
ent high level,” Major West ex- 
plained, “has offered assistance 
to any scrap-metal dealer who 
should happen to obtain any 
dangerous scrap. Those dealers 
suspecting that their purchases 
contain munitions or explosives, 
should immediately contact the 
Commanding General, Third 
Army, Fort McPherson, Georgi: 
and show the amount and loc: 
tion of scrap and describe the 
conditions under which scrap 
was found to be or suspected 
of being contaminated. The 
dealer will then be instructed 
as the additional steps he 
should take to protect life and 
property.”

Prittacosis Fever ‘Contracted 
From Parrot Family Birds 

A Minnesota. doctor and his 
wife who developed psittacosis 
or "parrot fever" are reported 
to have developed the disease 
from too-close contact with a 
pet bird purchased in Florida, 
the Florida State Board of 
Health announced today. 

Dr. Wilson T. Sowder, state 
health officer, said “a close 
check” was being made of pet 
dealers who. carry birds in stock 
for sale to determine if psit- 
tacosis in birds was reaching a 
danger level. 

The investigation is being 
carried on under the direction 
of Dr. L, I. Parks, director of 
the state health agency’s Bureau 
of Preventable Diseases, and Dr.

FLA, PLANTS INCREASE 
ELECTRICITY OUTPUT 


Florida plants generated 11 
per cent more electricity last 
year than in 1950. 

The production of more elec- 
tricity in Florida to meet the 
demands of growth was made 
possible by an increased plant 
capacity. This capacity stood 
at 1,130,452 kilowatts on Janu- 
ary first of last year and furth- 
er expansion took place during 
the year the Florida State 
Chamber of Commerce reported 
yesterday. 

Electric production in Flor- 
ida in 1951 totaled 6,246,825,- 
000 kilowatt-hours. This week’s 
business review of the State 
Chamber's research and indus- 
trial division cites that the 1940 
production was about one-fifth 
of this amount. Further, more 
electricity was generated in 
Florida in any three months of 
1951 than in the entire year of 
1940, 

Industrial production of elec- 
tricity, that is, electricity gener- 
ated by Florida industrial 
establishments for their own 
use, amounted to 829,843,000 
kilowatt-hours of the 1951 
volume. This total was 8 per 
cent above the 1950 production. 
A considerable jump in indus- 
trial production of electricity 
may be expected after comple- 
tion of new establishments sche- 
duled for completion this year 
or early in 1953.
